In spite of some disappointing 
moments, the Pied Pipers came up 
with the big win Friday night before 
a large crowd of Hamlin supporters. 
The Pipers won the Class AA State 
Championship track title with points 
to spare but failed to win the one 
event that they most wanted—the 
mile relay. 
They did manage to come in 
second in this event only to be 
disqualified. 
While Bill Cork and David Willis, 
both seniors, did not have the kind of 
night that they would have liked to 
have had, to finish out their high 
school careers, they both did a good 
job for the Pipers. Cork did come up 
with a new record in the 440 which 
will probably stand for a while, 
running the open quarter in 47.2. 
But it was Hamlin’s Johnny Jones, 
the only junior on the team, that 
really came through for the Pipers 
as he ran a blistering 9.6 in the IOO 
and ran a 21.4 in the 220. With his 
four points for second place in the 
440 relay, Jones was high for the 
Pipers with 24 points. 
With Jones just a junior and with 
the talent some of the younger boys 
have shown this spring maybe 
Hamlin can go back next year for its 
third state title. 


Track Title Again 


Johnny Jones led the 
Hamlin Pied Pipers to their 
second consecutive Class AA 
state track championship in 
Memorial Stadium in Austin 
Friday evening as the jwior 
speedster picked up 24 of 
Hamlin’s 52 points. 
Caldwell and Refugio were 
tied for second place with 48 
points each. 
Jones gave an impressive 
performance as he ran a 9.6 
IOO and coasted to a 21.4 in the 
220. He picked up his other 
four points by running one leg 
of the second place finishing 
440 relay team. Running with 
Jones on the relay team were 
Albert and Alfred McAfee 
and Bill Cork. 
Cork finished a disap­ 
pointing fifth in the high jump 
at 6’4” but came back to set a 
new record in 440-yd dash 
with a time of 47.2. 
Hamlin’s mile relay team 
finished in second place only 
to be disqualified for cutting 
in too quickly on the third leg. 
Cork ran a 47.6 split on his leg 
of the mile while his team­ 
mates were timed in 49.3 for 
Alfred McAfee, 50.8 for 
Ronnie Maberry and 51.9 for 
David Willis. 
It was a disappointing night 


for Hamlin’s star hurdler 
David Willis. 
Making his 
third appearance at the state 
meet, Willis hurt his knee 
when he hit a hurdle early in 
the 120-yard highs and failed 
to make it in the top six. Later 
running in the intermediates, 
he ran a strong 38.9 only to 
finish fourth. Curtis Isaiah of 
Refugio set a new record in 
the intermediates with a time 
of 37.0.

(May 2, 1924) 


The popularity of the Recreation 
Park was demonstrated last Sunday 
afternoon, when the Hamlin Band, 
joined by a number of the band boys 
from Anson and Stam ford en­ 
tertained with a concert for about an 
hour.

Iiong before the time for the concert, 
the park was being crowded with 
automobiles from the various rural 
com m unities and from several 
neighboring towns. Many had never 
seen the pretty park and even 
Hamlin people who were heard to 
exclaim in admiration of the beauty 
of the park. 
What was probably the state’s 
record in High School Baseball was 
played on the Hamlin field Monday 
afternoon. Anson scored one run in 
the third inning and Hamlin High 
tied it in the 8th. The 9th was played 
and no change, then the loth, the 
lith, the 12th and on and on until the 
18th.
